DECISION OF THE DEMOCRATTO 
STATE COMMITTEE. 


SAM COOK WILL ARRANGE IT. 


Populists Will Be Given Four Places 
on the Electoral 
Ticket. 


The Democratic State Central Commit- 
tee, by nearly a unanimous vote, decided 
Tuesday afternoon to fuse with the Popu- 
lists. 

A committee of three, with Chairman 
Sam Cook at its head, was authorized to 
make all necessary arrangements. 

After a thorough discussion of the prop- 
‘osition in all its details the members of tie

epublican gold standard ticket, and that 
the chairman of this committee is hereby 
authorized to appoint a committee of three, 
of which the chairman shall be a member, 
who ghall be authorized to make such ar- 
rangements as to a union of electors as 
may be honorable to both Demoorats and 
Populists. 

Then the committee adjourned to meet 
again later, when the Bryan itinerary 
through Missouri will be arranged.

Denies That He Is Interested in Silver 
Production, and Denounces 
the Crime of ’73.

MORRISON, Til. Sept. 8—Senator Henry 
I. Teller of Colorado delivered his opening 
speech of the campaign here yesterday.

“It is a question not to be determined by

land; that there are more idle men, more 
houseless and homeless men, more men 
traversing the country and begging for op- 

rtunities to labor than at any time in our 

istory. Is not that a faet? Is it not true 
that this condition, existing here, exists in 
every country under the sun that has at- 
tempted to maintain a gold standard? It 
is our opponents that propose a system of 
finances that had only the support, up to 
1871, of two nations, and only two—one the 
great creditor nation of the world, Great 
Britain, and the other the poverty stricken 
and despised 8 Portugal. That 
Great Britain did not feel the effects of the 
gold standard on her commerce and trade 
arose from the fact that all the rest of the 
world save Portugal were either using the 
silver standard or the double standard, 
silver and gold.“ 

After a brief reference to the report of 
ae British Gommission of 1886, composed of 

gold-standard and six bimetallic advo- 
cates, which stated that “every country 
that has maintained a double standard, or 
that uses both gold and silver, or that 
has gone to the silver basis, is in a better 
condition than the countries on a gold 
standard, improving and making progress, 
while we are standing still,” and that 'the 
difference between their condition and that 
of the gold-standard countries, we are com- 
pelled to believe, arises largely out of the 
currency disturbances,“ Mr. Teller went on:

Arkansas has 11 electoral votes In the 
@lectoral college. Vermont has 4 votes 
in the electoral. college. At the election 
in Vermont last week the Republicans 
nearly doubled their majority of two 
years ago. In Arkansas the Democrats 
nearly trebled their majority of two 
years ago. 

When the result in Vermont wag an- 
nounced, the Republican and plutocratic 
organs everywhere proclaimed gleefully 
that it was a convincing pointer, fore- 
casting the result next November. If 
this be so, how much more striking is the 
Arkansas pointer. If the Democrats 
treble their majority in a State casting 11 
electoral votes, what sort of a victory 
will they win over the Republicans, who 
succeed in doubling their majority in a 
State casting 4 electoral votes? 
| But this is not all. The real lesson of 
the Vermont election is that it afforded 
conclusive proof of what the Post-Dis-

Every candidate on the alleged Demo- 
cratic ticket in Vermont was a gold 
standard man, standing on à platform

In other words, the alleged Democratic 
platform in Vermont on the vital ques- 
tion of the campaign was simply the St.

He was right, 
my friends. There are no necessary evils 
in Government, and no man who under- 
tands the advantage of Government will 
ever raise his voice or hand against Gov- 
ernment itself. It is the abuses of Govern- 
ment against which we have the right to 
complain. There are some who would silence 
every criticism of existing law. There are 
those who would denounce every one who 
advocates a change as a disturber of the 
public peace. There are those who would 
call him a disturber, one who breeds discon- 
tent. I want to say to you that discontent 
lies at the foundation of all Progress. (Ap- 
plause.) So long as you are satisfied you 
never go forward. It is only when you are 
dissatisfied with your conditions that you 
will try to improve these conditions. Why, 
my friends, had our forefathers been satis- 
fied with English political supremacy we 
never would have had a declaration of in- 
dependence. (Applause.) They were not con- 
tent with the conditions under which they 
lived, and they put that expression of dis- 
content in the form of a declaration of in- 
dependence, and they maintained that decla- 
ration with their blood, and it gives us this 
form of Government, 

There is this difference between our form 
of Goverpment and the moénarchical form: 
If you are discontented under a monarchy, 
how can you get relief? You can petition, 
but your petition may be disregarded. Dis- 
content under a monarchy may end in 
despair, or it may end in revolution. Dis- 
content under our form of government 
ends in reformation through the peaceful 
means of the ballot. ( Applause.) 

I am not going to violate the proprieties 
of this occasion by entering into a dis- 
cussion of partisan questions, but I desire 
to call your attention to certain broad ques- 
tions which cannot be confined to party 


gence to right their wrongs at the ballot 
box, they have not the courage to secure 
their rights in any other way.

John Z. 8. Haywood, whose afrest for 
Stealing and selling books from the Y. M. C. 
A. Library, has been told in the Post-Dis- 
patch, is now confined in a cell at the City 


Hospital. 

Ha ywood's story, as he told it, was full of 
pathos. Born of good family in the East, 
he was given a good educetion, and until a 
few months ago he always held a good posi- 
tion as a professor in some college. 

He came to St. Louis a few months ago 
and a greater portion of the time he was out 
of employment. His studious habits assert- : 
ed themselves and he was à constant at- 
tendant at the I. M. C. A. Library. To a 
Post- Dispatch reporter he admitted having 


taken from the library a number of books 
which he sold for something to eat. 

Haywood suffered a collapse after a few 
hours’ imprisonment. He was removed to 
the City Hospital, waere Dr. Sutter diag- 
nosed his case as that of a morphine fiend. 
While confined in the holdover his daily 
allowance of the drug was withheld, and 
the torture which he suffered for 
—— of it caused him to completely break 

own. 

He told the hospital physicians he had 
been using the rng for a year and a halt. | 
He was suffering from a stomach trouble 
and his 4 gave him pedermic 
injections of morphine. After Ris trouble 
Was removed the morphine habit had fast- 
ened on him, and he made no effort to free 
himself from it, but managed to keep the 
knowledge of it from his relatives. 

Haywood now denies having taken the 
books from the Y. M. C. Library. He 
says he had an extensive library, acquired 
during hjs college days, and it was these | 
books tMfat he sold. Dr. Sutter says that 
Haywood has naturally a bright mind, and | 
has none of the tendencies of an habitual 
criminal. He thinks that he can bo cured | 
of the morphine habit. 

Haywood says he is a member of the St. 
Louis Sound Money Democratic Club and 
has many influential friends. Among them, 
he mentioned Attorney B. H. Chartes, whose | 
office is in the Union Trust bu lding,to whom | 
he appealed to assist him in his present 
trouble. -Haywood is 29 years. old and un- 
married. 


NEIGHBOR WITH DELUSIONS 


Causes C. M. Geyer to Fear for His Life 
and Property. 


O. M. Geyer of 4035 Lincoln avenue put in 
half a day Tuesday trying to discover a 
way to get rid of a neighbor who, he says, 
makes himself objectionable by bombarding 
Geyer’s house with stones and soda bottles.

THEIR SYNOD. 


TO LEGISLATE FOR ARCHDIOCESS |p 


OF ST, LOUIS.

IMPORTANT APPOINTMENTS. 


Proposed Laws Govern Clergy. and 
Laity in Everything Relating 
to the Church. 


— — — — 


The third synod of the Roman Catholic 
Archdiocese of St. Louis was opened in 
Kenrick Seminary, Twerty-second and Cass 
avenue, by Archbishop Kain Tuesday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock. 

There was present all the priests in St. 
Louis with a few unavoidable exceptions, 
and as many priests from, the eastern half 
of the State as could cofme. In all there 
were 250 present. i 

As the object of the syhod is to pass upon 
a draft of church lafvs covering every 
phase of conduct by dlergy and laity, the 
priests present realized the importance of 
the work before them. It was the first 
synod called together in forty years, and 
hence the legislation which it was required 
to enact made a very complex code. An- 
other purpose of the synod was to receive 
the announcement of Archbishop Kain’s 
appointments to important offices and to 
choose one-half of his board of counselors. 

With a desire to finish the work of the 
Synod in one day the priests set to work 
with a will. The sesson was very secret 
and the members of the Seminary faculty 
would not even carry important messages, 
which were directed to the priests in the 


Synod. 

Prior to the opening session the clergy 
attended solemn high mass, 
Archbishop Kain in the ohapel of the sem- 


inary. 

As soon as the — pastors and assist 
ants were all assembled in the large hall 
of the Seminary, Archbishop Kain declared 
the Synod in session, and Rev. Fr. May, D. 
D., the Secretary, read the call. The pro- 
ceedings Were conducted in Latin. 

The priests knelt before the Archbishop 
two by two and made a profession of faith. 
This ceremony took an hour, and when 
it was over Archbishop Kain called for a 
ballot for the choice of consultors. The 
70 were to choose three and the Arch- 

ishop was to appoint three. By direction 
each priest handed im nine names. The 
highest votes were reszeived by Fr. Faleber 
of St. Mary's; Fr. Hoffman, St. Henry’s 
and Fr. James McCabe ot the Sacred 
Heart. The Archbishop then chose as his 
three representatives on the Board of 
Consultors Fr. Muehisiepen, Vicar-General; 
Fr. McCaffrey, St. Patrick’s, and Fr. Har- 
ty, St. Leo's. These three were the fourth, 
fifth and sixth choices of the priests.

“JUDGE KERTH’S BAD RECORD. 


A Candidate for Sheriff, His Adminis- 
‘tration as a Justice Rises to 
Plague Him. 


The uprising of St. Louis County Inde- 
pendent Republicans against the Clayton 
ring is assuming proportions alarming to 
Boss Autenreith and the other members of 
the clique that has so long worked the 
county as a good thing.“ 

When an independent movement was first 
projected the bosses who made the s0- 
called regular ticket sneered and said it 
would never crystallize into anything for- 
midable. When they saw the call for the 
Independent Convention next Saturday they 
took a different view of the situation, and 
the County Committee was suddenly called 
together, The ¢all was made public in 
the Post-Dispatch, and Boss Autenreith’s 
lieutenants rushed into Clayton from all 
parts of the county Sunday afternoon, 

They held a conference and then started 


in to check the agitation for another ticket. 
They have not succeeded in dampening the 
ardor of the objectors a particle, and the 

rime movers say they will go ahead next 

aturday afternoon and nominaté a ticket 
for every office in the county. It will be a 
Republican ticket throughout, with the pos- 
sible exception of legislative representative 

n the First District, which comprises St. 

erdinand and Central townships. The 
convention will probably nominate James W. 
Settle of Ferguson, a Democrat who has 
1 himself as an independent candi- 

. 

The Democratic County Convention meets 
next Monday, and if the Independent ticket 
comes up to requirements they will indorse 
it, at least a sentiment in that direction 
largely pervades the County Committee. 

There are à number of reasons for the 
insurrection among the county Republic- 
They are disgusted with the tactics 
employed by the Autenreith ring to perpet- 
wate its wer and hold a majority of the 
county offices. They point to the manner 
in which the delegates to the last conven- 
tion were chosen, and charge that the ring 
leaders perpetrated all kinds of frauds to 
secure control, and ve Peter Kerth the 
momination for Sheriff over Edward Henck- 
en, who did not have the consent of Auten- 
reith to make the race. The main objec- 
tion is to Kerth, who heads the county 
ticket. His record as a County Judge is 
criticised on all sides by Republicans and 
Democrats, and unless there is a revolution 
in sentiment, the shrievalty nominee will 
be unmercifully scratched at the polls. 
Kerth is charged with using his office 
as a private snap and his accusers point 
to the way he has let road contracts in his 
district. The County Court has a 8 
judge and two associate justices. e chie 
presiding judge is Theodore Heege and the 
associates are Peter Kerth and Louis 
Knoepp. In February, 1895, there was a fall- 
ing out between Knoepp and the ring and 
gince then he has had practically no voice 
in County Court affairs. He got no recog- 
nition in the appointment of road overseers 
or other patronage, because Heege and 
Kerth, in obedience to the ring’s command, 
sat down on his every motion. 

The records show that Judge Kerth was 
predisposed to favor a contractor in the 
southern part of the county named Au- 
gust Kassebaum. Kassebaum got all the 
= hings in Carondelet township. It has 

said that Kerth was his silent part- 
ner. The nominee for Sheriff has indig- 
nantly denied the truth of this statement, 

Dut has never explained why he always 
favored Kassebaum. 

Another cause of dissatisfaction springs 
from the franchises of the street railroads 
that have been extended from the city into 
the county. Farmers along Manchester 
road are sore over the manner in which 
their only thoroughfare to the city was 
cut up and rendered impassable by the 
construction of the Webster division of the 
Suburban railroad, They hold that Judge 
Kerth should have compelled the company 
to refrain from cutting up the road 60 as 
to interfere with wagon traffic. 

The Democrats are after Kerth because 
of a declaration he made from the bench 
some time ago when a bill was presented 
for some county printing by Chas. R. 
Black of the Clayton Argus. Judge Kerth 
objected to its payment and declared that 
no Democrat would receive any county 
work as long as he was a member of the 
County Court. a

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CIVIC FEDERATION HAS AN EYE 
ON THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


MAY MOVE TO ABOLISH IT. 


A Secret Meeting to Be Held for the 
Consideration of Various 
Municipal Matters. 


Notice was sent out Monday to the mem- 
bers of the Committee of One Hundred of 
the Civic Federation of an important meet- 
ing of the committee to be held at 4 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon in room 220, Chamber of 


Commerce. 
The notices stated that the meeting would 
be secret, and that matters of great im- 


portance would be discussed. 

Among the matters to come up 1s the 
St. Louis School Board scandal. Although 
the pending litigation, which is resulting 
in such sensational disclosures, is being 
conducted independently of the Civic Fed- 
eration, its progress is being watched closely 
py that body. A. L. Berry, plaintiff in the 
injunction sult against the School Board, is 
Treasurer of the Civic Federation. 

Certain members of the Federation an- 
nounced their intention Monday of trying 
to secure the co-operation of the Federation 
in the movement to secure a new State law 
governing the public school system and 
the possible removal of directors from the 
School Board who figure in the depositions 
taken in the injunction proceedings. 

It was stated Monday that in addition to 
the School Board matter, the Committee 
of One Hundred would be called on to 
consider work already accomplished in the 
name of the Federation in the wards and 
precincts of the city. This work has been 
done by Messrs. A. L. Berry, E. W. Patti- 
son and P. iM. Bruner, constituting a Com- 
mittee of Three appointed at an early 
meeting of the One Hundred.“ 

In addition to organizing twenty-one 
wards the Committee of Three has organ- 
ized about half of each ward by prec ncts. 
It has appointed two Captaing in each pre- 
cinct, one Republican and one Democrat. 
Hach in turn has one Lieutenant for every 
block in the precinct. Each Lieutenant 
canvasses his block to ascertain how many 
of the residents will co-operate with the 
Federation at the primaries next spring, 

As fast as ten or fifteen are found, Re 
publican or Democratic precinct clubs are 
organized, which meet at the houses of the 
Captains. These are independent of the 
ward clubs. 

„The ward clubs,” said Secretary Vroo- 
man of the Federation Monday, are com- 
posed chiefiy of business men. The mem- 
bers pay an initiation fee and dues. The 
precinct clubs represent the laboring men 
and there are no initiation fees nor dues, 

“Prominent citizens take part in the 
ward clubs. We are placing greater reli- 
ance, though, in the laboring men. Our 
plan is to secure the attendance at the pri- 
maries of voters who agree with us that it 
is necessary to nominate and elect only 
good men to public office. We shall see that 
our forces attend caucuses at which the 
delegations are named to be voted on at 
the primaries. ‘ 

*‘We shall throw our support to the best 
man and shall fight the opposition with 
their own weapons. If they go to the cau- 
cuses with guns and clubs our men will 
have guns and clubs, and we shall send 
men to the caucuses or mass meetings who 
have as big fists as any of the opposition. 

“Of course, the men in attendance at the 
caucuses for us will not be prominent citi- 
zens. As I said, we shall depend more upon 
the working people than upon the promin- 
ent citizens. 

“At the rate at which our work 18 pro- 
gressing, we expect to control the spring 
primaries of both parties. If we can secure 
the nomination to the mayoralty and to 
other public offices of men selected by our- 
selves or equally acceptable to us, then our 
work will be accomplished, as no matter 
what party candidates are elected, they will 
be good public servants. If we fail to carry 
our point in one party we will throw our 
strength at 'the election to the party which 
has recognized the rights of the public in 
making its nominations.’’

RESENTS A SLUR. 


MISREPRESENTATIONS ABOUT 
THE BIG BRYAN MEETINGS. 


ARE FOR ALL THE PEOPLE. 


Silly Attempt by an Alleged News- 
paper to Discredit the Motives 
of Democratic Committee. 


The insinuation of the Republic that the 
State Democratic Committee Intends Mr. 
Bryan’s visit to be a etrictly St. Louls 
event is resented by Chairman Cook and 
hts associates. 

They declare in no uncertain terms that 
the plans for the speech-making of Demo- 
cratic.candidates were made with a view 
to the convenience of the thousands who 
will come from the country, as well as of 
the city multitudes that will hear him. 

Tuesday Chairman Cook announced: 
“Special Wabash trains will arrive 
in St. Louis Saturday at 5 p. m., and 
will leave at midnight. Tickets are 
good on all trains up to and including 
Sunday night. The round trip rate 
from Moberly is $2, from Mexico and 
points near St. Louis $1.50. These 
rates are much less than one fare for 
the round trip. We are confident that 
other railroads east and west of St. 
Louis will make less than a one-fare 


rate for the round trip.” 


The Republic said last Sunday in its re- 
cital of the arrangements for Mr. Bryan 
to speak at Concordia Park, at the Auditor- 
ium, at the New City Hall, at Sportsmans 
Park, at least three miles away:“ 

This arrangement may deter a great 
many strangers from coming to the city, 
but as the local committees called into req- 
uisition by the State Committee seem de- 
termined to make Mr. Bryan’s visit a St. 
Louis affair wholly, probably the managers 
of it will be better pleased if a large crowd 
should not come from the „ 
Further on, in referring to the low rate 
made by the Wabash, the paper said: 

This cheap rate, added to the general 
and intense interest all through the Mis- 
sissippi Valley to see and hear Mr. Bryan, 
will, it is thought, overcome any apparent 
discouragement locally to keep a big crowd 
out of the city.“ 

If there is any “discouragement” appar- 
ent or otherwise in the course of the State 
and local committees it has not shown its 
head, unless to the obfuscated vision of 
the Republic. 

St. Louis will throw its gates wide open 
to the hosts that will flock frgm Missouri 
and Illinois, and the Democratic State Com- 
mittee will see to it that they sit at the 
feet of the apostle of Simon pure Democ- 
racy. 

Mr. Cook, Chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee, in discussing the queer 
comments on the programme for Mr. Bry- 
an’s visit, said: 

“Such statements are not warranted by 
facts. The State Committee induced the: 
Wabash to make a low excursion rate, Our 
object in working for this concession was 
solely to haive as many persons as possible 
come from towns and country districts 
within a radius of 200 miles. We expect 
to get all the other railroads entering St. 
Louis to meet the Wabash rate. We are 
laboring to that end, and are confident of 
success. 

“But we are not alone anxious to get the 
people here. We are bending our efforts to 
give them the very best facilities for hear- 
ing Mr. Bryan, and at the same time to 
accommodate all the citizens of St. Louis. 
“It was with this dual object in the mind 
that the State Committee arranged for 
him to speak in South St. Louls and North 
St. Louis, as well as in the Auditorium, and 
at the north end of the City Hall. In order 
that the citizens of South St. Louis might 
see and hear Mr. Bryan we chose Concor- 
dia Park for one of his speeches. It is in 
the heart of the South End, and is easy of 
access. 

Sportsman's Park was selected as a place 
for a speech for the same reason. We want 
the North Enders to hear him without be- 
ing obliged to take their chances in one 
huge crush at the Auditorium. 

“There will be no occasion for the country 
visitors to ask their way to Concordia Park 
or Sportsman’s Park.

There was no suspicion, however, 
that it had affected his mind until his mur- 
derous outbreak, 

He left the house after supper Saturday 
and it was after 10 o’clock when he re- 
turned.

Reninger crept into the house stealthily, 
and his family did not at first know of his 
presence. He securely fastened the doors in 
the front of the house without attracting 
their attention, and before they recovered 
from their surprise at his unexpected en- 
trance into the rear room he locked all the 
doors at the back and put the keys in his 
pocket, 

Then he went to the bureau and taking 
his revolver from the top drawer placed it 
in his pocket. 

Reninger’s manner was so peculiar that 
his wife and daughters became alarmed 
and went into the back room. Reninger, 
having lost his sight and hearing, did not 
notice their absence. 

Grasping a large knife in both hands he 
dashed at the spot where they had been 
sitting. He almost fell over the vacant 
chairs. Then he rushed into the front room 
and fumed around, searching for the wo- 
men. He felt behind sofas and turned 
them over, thinking the women were in hid- 
ing in the room. . 

Still unable to find them, he extended his 
search, and came upon them in the kitchen. 

The women were trembling in terror, for 
they knew then they were attacked by a 
madman.
